Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—[Special.]—As 
a result of a series of conferences between 
the republican leaders in the senate ® pro- 
gram has been adopted in regard to trust leg- 
islation which will secure at least a partial 
compliance with the recommendations of 
the president and the attorney general. 

A publicity measure has been drafted which 
is much milder than that formulated by the 
Hi@use, but which will do, it is believed, asa 
basis for more stringent regulations. It is 
proposed to add this publicity bill to the bill 
providing for a new départment of commerce, 
which was sent to conference without any 
amendments on the part of the senate. 

This puts it out of the reach of Mr. Quay’s 
program, because the conference committee 
can decide all details and the senate must 
vote upon it as a privileged motion, without 
any chance to amend it. The house program 
is to impose upon the bureau of corpora- 
tions of the new department the work of 
regulating the trusts. This disposes of the 
house scheme to turn the trusts over to the 
interstate commerce commission, which is 
already overburdened with work. 

The bureau of corporations was put into 
the department of commerce at the express 
request of the president for the purpose of 
looking after the entire business of the trusts. 
The publicity features and all other matters 
will be put in charge of this bureau. It lie 
quite likely that the publicity bill will be the 
only trust legislation at this session of con- 
gress, so that the new bureau, which goes 
into effect July 1, will probably devote itself 
at first entirely to securing.and collating in- 
formation regarding the operation of -the 
trusts) and all other corporations doing an 
interstate business. 

By leaving all this work to a conference 
committee the republican leaders avoid all 
chance of a clash with Mr. Quay’s combina- 
tion. This makes it reasonably certain that 
the new department of commerce will be in 
operation at the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, or even earlier, and the new secretary 
will be, in all probability, George B. Cortel- 
you, the present secretary to the president.

TO-REPIRE CLARA BARTON 


RED CROSS SOCIETY TURNS 
AGAINST ITS AGED PRESIDENT. 


Recent Changes in the Bylaws Make 
Her an Autocrat for Life, Gives Her 
Complete Control of the Treasury 
and the Machinery for Electing Of- 
ficers—Roosevelt Declines to Ac- 
cept Position on Board of Consulta- 


tion and Advice. 


Washington, D. C.,*Jan. 29.—[Special.]—A 
concerted movement is on foot to retire Miss 
Clara”Barton from the presidency of the 
American Red. Cross and to bring about the 
reorganization of the society. Former Sec- 
retaries Herbert and Foster, Gen. John M. 
Wilson, Mrs. Cowles (the sister of President 
Roosevelt), Miss Boardman, Thomas F. 
Walsh, and other members of the society 
have protested to the president against the 
recent amendment of the bylaws, which they 
say was effected by a trick. 

The change in the bylaws practically makes 
Miss Barton, who has been elected president 
for life, the autocrat of the Red Cross, with 
the control of the treasury and the ma- 
chinery for electing officers. The president 
of the United States and cabinet were consti- 
tuted by the charter a board of consultation 
and advice to the Red Cross society, and it 
is in that capacity that President Roosevelt 
is addressed by the signers of the protest. 
President Roosevelt has indicated his agree- 
ment with the signers by refusing in his own 
behalf and in behalf of the cabinet the invita- 
tion to act in an advisory capacity. 

The protest, with the correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Cortelyou and Miss Barton, 
was submitted to congress late this after- 
noon. 

Papers Submitted to Congress. 

Accompanying the letter of protest is a 
copy of the circular sent out in Miss Barton's 
name last October inviting the members of 
the Red Cross society to send her their 
proxies in order that she might make “ some 
slight changes in the bylaws of the Red 
Cross.” In reply to the circular a large 
number of proxies were received, and on 
Dec. 9, at a meeting in Washington, an en- 
tirely new set of bylaws, repealing and su- 
perseding the old, were presented. Appar- 
ently the new set was never previously sub- 
mitted to the executive committee or to the 
members of the society. Former Secretary 
John W. Foster, one of the directors, ob- 
jected, but the new bylaws were adopted by 
a vote of 89 to 13. Seventy-two of the 
eighty-nine votes cast in favor of the bylaws 
were proxies sent to Miss Barton in reply to 
the letter asking for them in behalf of ‘‘ some 
slight changes."’ 


Miss Barton’s Arbitrary Power. 

The new bylaws give Miss Barton practi- 
cally arbitrary power. It is provided that 
the president of the Red Cross sha]! be elect- 
and may delegate his or 
her power to any person. Still another sec- 
tion of the new bylaws practically provides 
that there shall be no auditing of the receipts 
and expenditures of the Red Cross, and per- 
mits field agents to accept subscriptions and 
dispense relief without accounting for the 
sums which pass through their hands ex-

Is Past Eighty Yeers Old. 

Miss Barton is over 80 years old, and inthe 
opinion of some of the directors should be re- 
tired on an annual alo farce There is a 
bill before congréss giving her a pension of 
$5,000 a year, but as there is no precedent 
for such a measure, and as the leaders are 
not inclined to make one, the bill probably 
will not pass. : 

The directors wish to put an end to the in- 
formal method of keeping the society's ac- 
counts which has existed for many years. 
They say that Miss Barton is surrounded by 
bad advisers. The protest concludes: 

“The undersigned, Mr. President, are in- 
duced respectfully to call your attention to 
the foregoing statement of the facts and con- 
siderations with a view of receiving such 
action as may seem to you advisable to take, 
under the provision constituting you and 
your cabiret a board of consultation and ad- 
vice—for the reason that there seems to exist 
no power within the organization itself to 
provide any remedy for these serious de- 
fects prior to an annual meeting.”’ 

Foreign Powers Interested. 

The action of President Roosevelt in de- 
clining to act with the cabinet as a board of 
consultation probably will affect the inter- 
national relations of the Red Cross. When 
the American branch of the national society 
was organized in 1882 M. Meunier, the chair- 
man of the international committee, whose 
headquarters are in Geneva, advised the offi- 
cialis of the American branch that the society 
must have some official status‘in order to be 
recognized, This was done by providing that 
the president and other government officials 
should serve in various honorary capacities. 
Their withdrawal apparently leaves the 
American Red Cross society without official 
standing at home or abroad.

General Assembly and the City 
Council Are Preparing 
‘to Borrow an Idea | 
from Utah. 


SEE MERIT IN THE PLAN. 


Legislators and Aldermen Would 
_ Devote One Day a Year to 
Compulsory House - 
Scrubbing. | 


From far away Utah, where the lakes are 
salty, Chicago and the state of Illinols are 
about to borrow an idea. The message that 
comes from the west is in monosyliables, It 
is: “ Clean up!” | 

Both at Springfield and in Chicago legisia- 
tion is under way to establish a “ health 
day annual holiday, when soap shall 
-be king and the scrub brush heir apparent. 
It will be a day when the house, the office, 
the factory, the store, the theater, and the 
public buildings will be swept, dusted, 
scrubbed, and disinfected after ‘a manner 
prescribed by law and enforced by the state 
board of health and municipal authorities. 

For those who fail to abide by the “ health 
day " law there will be a penalty sufficiently 
severe to convince even the great unwashed 
that soap and water are essential to health 
and hygiene. The Utah legislature is con- 
sidering a penalty of $50 for each violation, 
but the probability is that the bill to be 
introduced in Springfield will be more mod- 
erate in this regard. 

Senator Orville F. Berry of Hancock coun- 
ty is sponsor for the measure that is being 
framed at Springfield, while in Chicago a 
number of aldermen are vying for the dis- 
tinction of being first to bring the matter 
before the city council. Ald. Charles Alling 
is one of the most enthusiastic supporters of 
the idea, 

Explains His Bill. | 

In Springfield last night Senator Berry 
explained the purposes, scope, and benefits 
of a “ health day,” saying: 

“The necessity for such a measure must 
be recognized by everybody at all con- 
versant with the conditions which obtain 
throughout the United States. It is of spe- 
cial importance to the larger Cities and 
towns, and it may be essential to some pri- 
vate homes. I should regard the Utah penal- 
ty of $50 for failure on the part of any per- 
son to ‘clean wp’ and disinfect as being 
exceseive; and I should favor a smaller pen- 
alty.

llilnois, and there are already enough of 
them; so my idea is to utilize some day al- 
reday prescribed as a legal holiday for the 
purpose of ‘ health day '"—say, for example, 
Labor day." 
Would Conserve Health. 

Dr. Jdmes A. Egan, secretary of the state 
board of health, voiced his approval of the 
idea, saying: 

“The measure certainly is in the interests 
of the public health, and consequently merits 
general approval, and if it becomes a law 
should meet with ready compliance. It 
would be better, however, to have ‘ health 
days’ during the winter season. Many valu- 
able lives would be saved and much sickness 
prevented if a law were enforced in this 
state requiring the thorough disinfection of 
all houses in which disease has appeared. 

“‘ Whether a law such as proposed in Utah 
can be made enforcible I am not prepared 
to say. The authority of a health officer to 
require the disinfection of a house kept ap- 
parently in a sanitary condition—one in 
which no disease has been known to exist, 
and the inmates not having been exposed to 
disease—is, in my opinion, questionable.” 


Jubilant Over the Idea. 

Im Chicago, Chief Sanitary Inspector An- 
drew Young is jubilant over the prospect of 
a legal scrubday. | 
“ The hygienic effect of such a day is not 
to be calculated,” he said. “It should be 
made a state holiday by all means. Teach- 
ers should dwell on it in the schools, min- 
isters should preach it, and parents should 
take it up. 

“The city council certainly should enact 
such a measure should the legislature fail 
to do so. The alderman who frames the 
ordinance will long be remembered. It isa 
day worthy of being classed with Arbor day, 
although the benefits would be far more 
practical.” 

Calls It a Great Plan. | 

Ald. Alling was only one of a number of the 
members of the council who expressed ap- 
proval of the “‘ health day” idea. | 
“t's a great plan and I'm for it first and 
last,”’ said he. ‘‘ Wealready havea cleaning 
time in streets and alleys, buta‘ health day’ 
for the homes and other buildings appeals to 
me. It is a good educator. 

“ The plan makes me think of Jersey ‘ wash 
day.’ That is a fine old custom in Jersey 
state. All the farmers and their families, 
dressed in old clothes, drive down to the 
river and have one good, square wash. What 
is good for the body would be equally good 
for the homes and stores.” | 

Approves, but Is Doubtful. — 

Dr. Heman Spalding of the health depart- 
ment also favors the “health day,” but 
long experience with the sanitary laws has 
made him skeptical of its feasibility. | 

“ anything that rouses the people of the 
country to better realization of health and 
its value is a good thing,” he said. 
“* Health day’ would do this, but from a 
practical point of view I fear it is not feasi- 
ble. How is such a law to be enforced? 
Who is to see that it is observed? Where ts 
the city to get men to superintend it? | 

‘*In all such cases the ones who obey the 
law are those at whom the law is not aimed. 
The unwashed might clean up for one day 
and on the next would be as dirty as ever. 
The halls, once renovated, soon would be 
as bad as ever. 

‘“ As a moral influence I believe ‘ health 
day’ would be a splendid success for a 
short time; as a practical measure it could 
not be enforced literally.” . 

Physicians in gencral indorsed the 
“health day” idea, and said that it would 
have a beneficial influence on the health of 
the community, even should the law be 
violated in some instances, as Dr. Spalding 
fears.

PRAYS AT GRAVES; DIS. 


MOTHER, GRIEVING OVER DAUGH- 
TERS’ DEATHS, KILLS HERSELF. 


Series of Calamities and Sorrows 
Proves Too Much for Mrs. Mary 
Jones, Who Had Been for Years 
Secretary of a Building and Loan 
Association and Whe Was Reck- 
‘ened an Expert in That Work— 
Bride af Two Days Tries to Die. 


After offering a prayer over the newly 
made graves of her daughters in Forest Home 
cemetery yesterday Mrs. Mary 8S. Jones, 505 
Park avenue, committed suicide by drinking 
carbolic acid. Several hours later the body 
was found near the spot by a grave digger, 
who previously had seen the woman kneeling 
at the graves. Grief over the loss of her two 
daughters, who died within a few days of 
each other a short while ago, and despond- 
ency over her own illness, prompted her to 
end her life. : 

A son, Hamer B. Jones, who was convales- 
cing from an illness, is prostrated at his home 
from the shock of the tragedy added to the 
recent troubles which have almost an- 
nihilated a family. The death ends an heroic 
struggle which Mrs. Jones has made against 
a none too kind fortune since the death of 
her husband, H. B. Jones, fourteen years 
ago, left to her the task of providing for three 
small children. 


Expert in Building and Loen. 

In order to keep her famuly together, Mrs. 
Jones applied herself to a study of building 
and loan methods, and became secretary 
of the Monitor Building and Loan associa- 
tion, which position she occupied at the 
time of her death. She became an expert 
at her work, and, besides providing a com- 
fortable home and an education. for her 
children, reached a point where she was 
rated as an authority on the subject of build- 
ing and loan work. Many of her papers 
found their way into financial publications, 
and she has delivered many lectures on the 
work. 

The older daughter, Sarah, 19 years old, 
graduated from the West Division High 
schoo] last spring, and the younger daugh- 
ter, Martha, two years younger, was 4 
student in the school, when both became ill 
with scarlet fever, late in December. The 
mother had just ended the task of ntrsing 
her 17 year old son back to partial health 
when the illness and death of the daughters 
occurred. Worn out with the toil and the 
grief, she herself became il! with diphtheria. 
A nurse who attended her also became ill 
and died. Mrs. Jones was confined to her 
bed until a few days ago. 


Acid, Then theCemetery.‘ _ 

When Mrs. Jones left home ‘yesterday 
morning she told her son she was going to 
the offices of the building and loan agsocih- 
tion. Instead she went to the drug store of 
A. Hensel, California avenue and Lake 
street, and, after purchasing a small bottle 
of carbolic acid, took a car for the cemetery. 
* Later in the morning the son became 


alarmed, went eut in search of her, and

tion of the suicide. : Dr. John R. Buchan. 
150 Park avenue, president of the building 
and loan association, went to Forest Home 
sto care for the body, while the young man 
was taken to his desolate home. Mrs. Jones 
was 38 years old. 


Bride of Two Days Tries to Die. 

In the belief that she was not worth of 
the love of her husband of two days, Mrs. 
Lilian Eliaschow attempted suicide by 
drinking carbolic acid in her apartments at 
the Hotel Grace. Medical aid, summoned by 
the husband, saved her life for the time. but 
the woman is still in a serious condition at 
the County hospital. The couple came from 
Cayuga, Ind., where the husband, Leon 
Eliaschow, is a business man. 

The attempt at suicide is said to have been 
the third within three weeks. Mr. and Mrs. 
Eliaschow have been ,in Chicago for three 
weeks, the bride staying with her sister at 
2020 West Lake street. The wedding took 
place at Lessing hall in West Taylor street 
on Tuesday. 


JOHN D. LONG HAS THE GRIP: 
HIS CONDITION SERIOUS. 


Former Secretary of Navy Has Been 
Delirious for Days—Family Has Been 
Summoned to Bedside. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 29.—Former Gov. John 
D. Long, secretary of the navy under Presi- 
dent McKinley and also for some months 
under President Roosevelt, lies critically ill 
at St. Margaret's hospital in this city. 

Tonight three physicians are at his bed- 
side, his wife and daughter are close at hand, 
and his young son, Pierce, has been sum- 
moned from Hingham. 

The following bulletin was issued at 11 
o'clock: 

“There has been little change in the con- 
dition of Gov. Long since the last bulletin, 
He has been quiet. and although his mind 
appears to, be receptive, his speech fs in- 
ccherent. Pulse. 88: respiration, 34; tem- 
perature, 191.8. Pulse of fair strength.” 

Gov. Long was brought from Hingham 
nearly three weeks ago with catarrh of the 
bladder, a trouble of long standing. He was 
taken to St. Margaret's hospital, a pri- 
vate institution. Dr. J. Winthrop Spooner 
of Hingham, one of the consulting physi- 
clans, who has been the family physician for 
nearly thirty years, was sent for tonight, 
and on the way to the hospital said: | 

“ after Gov. Long went to the hospital a 
disease analogous to the grip set in, and this 
had effect upon the kidneys. There was for 
a time danger from uremic poisoning. Mr. 
Long has been mildly delirious for some 
days, recognizing members of his family 
only at times.” 

On being pressed for an opinion on the pa- 
tient’s condition Dr. Spooner replied: “It 
if serious.”

Held Out of Bankruptey by 
Aid of the Northwestern 
. Elevated Railroad’s 
Resources. 


CRY NOW IS FOR $7,000,000. 


Special Committee Is Appointed 
to Take Charge of the Com- 
pany’s Finances ; Will 
Work Reform. 


Failing by $26,916 to earn the interest on 
its first mortgage bonds, and with an accu- 

ulated and growing floating debt of §$2,044,- 
192, the Lake Street elevated railroad pre- 
senteda picture of bankruptcy to the annual 
meeting of its stockholders yesterday aft- 
ernoon, 

Nothing but the guarantee of the North- 
western elevated, one of the arrangements 
made by Charles T. Yerkes, has saved the 
Lake Street “L’’ from going into the hands 
of a receiver and disrupting the contracts 
by which the Union Loop company controls 
the Lake Street side of the quadrangle. 


Averts a Catastrophe. 

To let go this side of the loop would be 
fatal to the investments made by the Union 
Elevated company, and default in interest 
by the Lake 
a catastrophe. 

Therefore the Northwestern Blevated, 
which now owns the loop, is a creditor of the 
Lake Street Elevated to the extent of over 
$607,000. To keep the Lake Street going 
and prevent a receivership the Northwestefu 
has paid bond interest, built a third track, 
and allowed Union loop rental and expenees 
to the amount of $149,500 to go unpaid. 


Road Fails to Pay. 
All this was brought out at the Lake Street 
meeting yesterday, and the indebtedness 
was itemized by President Knight as fol- 


lows: .

Every one except Blazee complied. 

*“ Hats off!" again yelled the court officer, 
making a peremptory gesture at the cook. 
He shifted. uneasily, but made no move to 
bare his head. A policeman stepped up to 
do it for him, but Blazee uttered a plaintive 
*“ Wait,” and gingerly began to take off the 
offending hat. It was a delicate job, and the 
reason therefor was disclosed when a tomato 
can full of chicken salad and a bag containing 
a dozen eggs were brought to view. 

As he stooped to deposit those articles on 
the floor Blazee’s waistline wrinkled. The 
policeman noticed that, and without cere- 
mony slapped him on the solar plexus.

JUSTICE FINDS NEW REMEDY — 
_ IN CASES OF WIFEBEATERS. 


George W. Underwood Accepts Woman 
as Surety on Her Husband’s Peace 
Bond and Makes Her His Jailer. | 


A new cure for wifebeaters has been suc- 
cessfully applied by Justice George W. Un- 
derwood of the Thirty-fifth street police 
court. By his remedy the wife becomes the 
surety for her husband. She is his jailer 
during the life of the peace bond, which he 
fixes at $1,000 or more. If during that time 
he abuses the bond he is recommitted under 
the original order. To the present time no 
wifebeater has returned to the jurisdiction of 
the justice. 

When a complaint has-been made by a wife 
that she has been beaten by her husband she 
almost always tells of threats he has made. 
Justice Underwood, in addition to the charge 
of assault, instructs the woman to take outa 
warrant for making threats. The defendant 
}is placed under a heavy bond secured by real 
estate, which is hard to obtain. 

** I send the husband to jail, and he cannot 
be released until a bond has been given,”’ said 
Justice Underwood last evening. “ Just be- 
fore I commit him I tell him that while in 
the county jail he can write to his wife and 
tell her that he will behave himself in the 
future, and that if she will sign the bond I 
will accept her as surety, even though she 
has no property. Within a few days she gen- 
erally receives such a letter as I suggested. 

*“*I also inform him that his wife is his 
jailer until the time of the peace bond, one 
year, has passed. He must keep his word or 
she can simply call a policeman and have 
him recommitted on the original order. So 
far it has worked like a charm. There is no 
record of a return commitment.”’

The commission which was appointed to 
arrange for municipal coalyards expects to 
be ready to sell coal tonorrow morning. Coal 
may be ordered at a central office, which will 
be opened in the city collector’s office in the 
city hall, or at the several pumping stations 
at which the supplies of coal will be kept. In 
belief that the municipal coalyards already 
had been opened seventy-five persons applied 
at the city hall for coal yesterday, and, ac- 
cording to Deputy McCarty, not more than 
fifteen of the applicantsrappeared to be of the 
class that the city desires to assist. 

In order to buy coal from the city the appli- 
cant must be able to show, through a certifi- 
cate issued by the police or some charity | 
organization, that he is not able to buy at 
the market prices. . | 

Coal ordered at the city hall will be sold 
and delivered for $1.50 a ton in excess of the 
cost to the city, while that purchased at the 
pumping stations will cost only 50 cents more 
than the city paid for it, but the applicant 
must carry it away. 


RECALL EXCITING TIMES IN 
CHICAGO DURING CIVIL WAR. 


Speakers Before Historical Society Tell 
of Quick Response by Volunteers and 
Council Censure of Slave Law. | 


Memories of civil war days in this city 
were recalled last night in addresses before 
the Chicago Historical society. The city’s 
prompt response to the call for troops and the 
council’s action in condemning congress for 
the enactment of the fugitive slave law were 
referred to by the speakers. | 

Augustus H. Burley told of the meeting in 
the Grand opera house on April 19, 1861, to 
act on the president's call for troops, and 
said that of the committee appointed to have 
charge of organizing the first companies only 
Redmond Prindiville was now living. | 

“Gov. Richard Yates telegraphed for 
troops on Apri] 21,"" said Mr. Burley, “ and 
that day his messenger arrived and informed 
us that Cairo was the destination. That 
night at 11 o’clock 400 volunteers boarded an 
Illinois Central ratlroad train and started on 
their journey.”” 

Charles W. Mann, professor of history in 
Lewis institute, recounted the attitude of the 
council towards the fugitive slave law. He 
said that, in spite of the censure of Stephen 
A. Douglas, the council, by a vote of 9 to 3, 
ratified the resolutions condemning the law, 
and an additional resolution was adopted an- 
nouncing that the police would not be called 
on to arrest a fugitive slave. |

Negotiations in the Venezue- 
lan Affair Again at the 
Deadlock Stage. 


WARNING FROM SENATE, 


Minister Bowen Unable to Pro- 
ceed Without New Set of 
Instructions. 


“Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.~[{Special. ]— 
The Venezuelan affair has reached a dead- 
iock. Germany, Great Britain, and Italy 
fatly demand preferential treatment in the 
ent of their claims, and Minister 
powen, unable to grant it, is at the end of 
pis pOWerTsS. 
Venezuela's plight, at this moment, lies in 
the fact that she is between two fires. The 
gilies demand preferential treatment, while 
‘France and other creditors look to Vene- 
guela for fair treatment, pointing out that to 
discriminate against their claims, when 
their attitude had been correct and even 
magnanimous, would not be fair treatment. 


France May Make Trouble. - 


France now threatens to further com- 
te the situation. . It is learned that on 
the second day after his arrival here Minister 
Bowen informed the French diplomatic rep- 
resentative in Washington that the French 
elaims would be treated on the same basis 
as claims of the allies and would be taken up 
after the blockade was raised. Relying on 
this assurance, the French government has 
remained inactive, but it is stated that 
ghould the allied powers be granted preferen- 
tial.treatment France would take steps at 
ence to protect her Venezuelan interests, and 
would make representations on the subject 
to the foreign offices at London, Berlin, and 
Rome. 

It is known that the allies are opposed to 
earrying the case before The Hague tribunal, 
because before that court all nations having 
claims on Venezuela would be placed on an 
equal footing. Further than this, Venezuela 
would have the right to set up counter claims 
as an offset to the demands of the allies, and 
this might reduce considerably the amount 
of money they would eventually receive. 


Senate Committee’s Warning. 


In view of the deadlock the action of the 
senate committee on militdry affairs, at its 
meeting today, is regarded as especially sig- 
nificant. The committee, it is known, dis- 
cussed the Venezuelan situation at length, 
especially in the light of the attitude of Ger- 
many. The situatien influenced the commit- 
tee on some matters pertaining to the army 
appropriation bill, among which was the de- 
Gision to accept the house provision relating 
to transports, that they be retained in the 
service. 

The committee also provided for an in- 
crease of electricians, skilled gunners, ma- 
chinists, and sergeants and others who take 
care of and handle guns in the seacoast de- 
fenses. 

The discussion was general and earnest, 
and the conclusion reached, as stated by a 
member of the committee, was that the 
United States make it plain that the honor 
and dignity of the country would be main- 
Qained, and that Germany should not be 
allowed to “bluff” the government by any 
attitude she might assume. 


Perilously .Near a Breach. 


It is not denied that the pause in the Vene- 
Zuelan negotiations approaches perilously 
hear a breach that may overthrow all efforts 
to arrive at a friendly eement without 
tecourse to the tribunal] of The Hagve.

The other course is 
for him to dvclare that his mission has failed, 
that he cannot come to a reasonable under- 
standing with the allies because of their 
‘uncompromising attitude, and therefofe the 
case must go to The Hague tribunal for ad- 
justment. 
Powers Reject Castro’s Offer.

LONDON, Jan. 29.—Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and Italy have sent a joint reply to 
Minister Bowen refusing to accept the pro- 
posal that all the countries having claims 
against Veriezuela should be placed on an 
equality with the three codperating powers.

by the Brunewick just before that vessel 
reached Fuchal. 

The Veronica left Ship Island, Miss., on 
Oct. 6 for Montevideo, and, according to the 
men, the bark was burned on Dec. 20.

Article Attracts Attention. 

‘Capt. Mahan’s article attracts considerable 
notice, The Times regards it as deserving 
the most careful attention. It regrets that 
the Monroe doctrine has never been tech- 
nically defined and suggests that, perhaps, It 
is technically incapable of definition. 

Violent Attack on Germany. 

In the same review appears a ‘‘ warning 
to the cabinet by an elector,” which is an 
extremely violent assault upon Germany. 
It urges’ that a naval base on the east coast 
and a strong fleet in the North sea are ab- 
solutely indispensable to England under any 
circumstances, and that Great Britain's for- 
eign policy must work for the isolation of 
Germany as the most dangerous and aggres- 
sive enemy to the status quo in Europe. 
The writer maintains that the German policy 
menaces the whole world and that Holland, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Austria, and Der- 
mark are marked down by pan-Germans for 
plunder and partition. 


MAJOR GLENN IS ACQUITTED. 


Army Officer Accused of Ordering Exe- 
| ion of Native Guides in Samar 
| Returns to Duty.

MANILA, Jan. 29.—Maj.-Edwin F. Gienn, 
recently tried by court martial on the charge 
of ordering the execution of native guides 
during the Samar campaign, has been ac- 
qufmted and has returned to duty. Maj. Gen.

Maj. Glenn was accused of ordering the 
execution of a number of native guides, who, 
it was alleged, misled the American troops 
during-the campaign conducted by Gen. 
Jacob Smith on the island of Samar after the 
massacre of American soldiers at Ba- 
langinga. He claimed his action was justi- 
fied by the rules of war. 

This is the second time Maj. Glenn has 
been court martialed for donduct in the 
Philippines. Last May he was found guilty 
of having administered the “ water cure”’ 
to natives on the island of Samar. Then 
President Roosevelt ordered him to be tried 
again on the charges of which he has now 
been acquitted.

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DID ROMULUS FOUND ROME? _ 
ITALIAN EXPERTS SAY NOT. 


Recent Excavations ‘on Site of Ancient 
Forum Give New Aspect to Tra- 
dition. 

[BY CABLE THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


ROME, Jan. 29.—It is claimed that the ex- 
cavations that Prof. Airoli is carrying out in 


Romulus did not found Rome, but that the 
city existed long previous to his appearance. 
It is contended that Prof. Airoli's explora- 
tions have shown that the Etruscans origi- 
nally established themselves on the Aventine 
hill, from which they constantly descended 
and fought the Sabines, who inhabited the 
low ground at the foot of the hill. This 
Etrusean city was Rome, and its wars were 
waged generations before Romulus came on 
nember. 
of skulis forms part of thé evidence. 

Under Romulus, who, instead of giving his 
name to the cjty, took his name from it,.the 
Romans gained victories over the Sabines 
under Tatius. Thereafter peace was con- 
cluded between the two peoples, and the 
event was commemorated by building the 
Via Sacra, which linked the districts in- 
habited by the Romans and Sabines. 

The Via Sacra is now revealed as it ex- 
isted 2,000 years ago. Owing to the excava- 
tions it is now flooded by the Tiber whenever 
the river rises, exactly as in the remote past. 
When Etruscan Rome occupied the Aventine 
hill’'a marshy lake covered the site of the 
Forum, and as late as the tims of imperial 
Rome there was an artificial lake in the 
Forum in front of the Restra. Now that 
the site has been cleared the bed of the lake 
has been found to be still water tight. 


BALKAN CRISIS AGAIN ACUTE. 


Austria and Russia Believed to Be Pre- 
paring Joint Army and Naval 
Pressure on the Sultan. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—The publication of a 
French yellow book detailing the efforts 
made by France and Russia during the last 
year to induce Turkey-to institute reforms 
in Macedonia is held to point to the fact 
that an acute phase of the Balkan question 
has arisen. 

The rumors that Austria is preparing a 
squadron at her naval port of Pola and. 
the passage of the Russian torpedo boats 
through the Dardanelles into the Black sea 
are being recalled, whiie official denials of 
the mobilization rumors issued by the Aus- 
trian government are received with some 
skepticism. 

There have been recently several reports 
of hasty purchases of war material by Rou- 
mania, the Balkan states, and Turkey. 

Reports are current in Odessa that Aus- 
tria and Russia have agreed upon a joint 
raval coercion of Turkey in the approach- 
ing spring to enforce reforms in Macedonia. 
According to Prof. Bambury, who is sup- 
posed to be well informed as to the views 
entertained at the Yildiz kiosk, the sultan, 
believing that the intention is to wrest Mace- 
donia from the Turkish empire, would prefer 
the risks of war to acquiescence in the Euro- 
pean demands.

Polish Countess Arrested for Producing

WOMAN FIGHTS A BURGLAR

Mrs. William Slivers, Herself Dazed by 
the Drug, Staggers from Bed and 
Grapples with Intruder—When He 
Breaks Away and Runs She Stands 
in the Window and Speeds His 
Flight by Revolver Shots — Busy 
Time for Holdup Men. 


Dazed by chloroform, Mrs. William Slivers 
staggered out of bed early yesterday morning 
and struggled with a burglar. Her husband 
had been made unconscious by the drug and 


her cries for assistance were unheard by 


him.. 

Finally the burglar broke from Mrs. 
Slivers’ grasp and escaped through the open 
front door of the house at 753 West Jackson 
boulevard, while Mrs. Slivers stood ata win- 
dow and fired a revolver at him. 

The burglar entered the residence shortly 
before daybreak, securing admittance 
through the front door by the aid of false 
keys. .Evidently he proceeded at once to the 
sleeping room, in the rear of the first floor. A 
handkerchief which had been saturated in 
chloroform was found in the bed after the 
struggle, and the police believe that it first 
was piaced over the face of Mr. Slivers, who 
succumbed to its influence. 

Apparently the burglar did not believe a 
second saturation of the cloth fecessary, and 
it was removed and placed over the face of 
Mrs. Slivers. Believing Mr. and Mrs. Slivers 
to be unconscious the burglar reached under 
Mr. Slivers’ pillow and secured a purse cofi- 
taining $40, as well as a gold watch and chain. 
‘The drawers of a desk then were broken 
open and several! trinkets and small articles 
of jewelry taken. It was while the burglar 
was standing over the desk that Mrs. Slivers 
awoke. 

After the burglar escaped the police and a 
physician were called and it was some time 
before Mr. Slivers was restored to conscious- 
ness. A good description of the thief was 
given by Mrs. Slivers, who declares his face 
bears several scratches which she inflicted.

MUST GIVE UP HIS INSURANCE.: 


Judge Humphrey Decides That a Bank- | 
rupt Must Surrender Life Poli- 
cies to the Trustee. 


Springfield, Ill., Jan. 29.—Judge Humphrey | 
today decided that a bankrupt must turn 
over his insurance policies to the trustee... 
The case, which came up in the Federal Dis- 
trict court, was that of Jacob Brown, prin- 
cipal of the schools of Bele Flower, McLean 
county. The question came up on the inter- 
vening petition of B. B. Butler, the trustee, 
who claimed that two insurance policies of 
twenty year endowment should be turned 
over to him fr: the benefit of the creditors. 
Brown contended that the policies were made 
out payable to his wife and that they had no 
surrender value without her consent. The 
court held that the trustee should have the 
policies because ¢f his interest in the sur- 
render value of the policies at the date of 
adjudication, 


TRACTION STRIFE 
BECOMES ACUTE. 
Union Company in 
Line Against the Chicago 
City Owners. 


WOULD BLOCK ANY MOVE. 


South Side Owners and Alder 
men, However, Insist on 
- Prompt Action. 


. Traction matters took an acute form yes 
terday, and became a case of the Chicage 
City railway against the Union Traction 
company. It developed.during the day that 
the traction company, while appearing bde- 
fore the committee on local transportation 
next Wednesday, would do so asking for 
a longer franchise than twenty years, while 
the Chicago City would only ask for the 
statutory period. Out of this naturally 
came the story that the Union Traction peo- 
‘ple would do what they could to stop con- 
sideration of the south side company’s propo- 
sitions unless they themselves were con- 
sulted. ‘ 

“ Speaking simply for myself,” said Mar- 
shall Field, the leading member of the Union 
Traction protective committee, “I will gay 
that I will countenance no such move. Per- 
sonally, of course, my interests are with the 
city railway company. I became a member 
of the protective committee in the hope I 
could be of some good to the community. I 
have acted on that impulse throughout. It 


has seemed to be a thankless job, and I will 


not be a party to any plan which would seem 
to complicate the present unfortunate situa- 
tion."’ 


Aldermen Determined on Action. 


“I do not know whether the local transpor- 
tation committee will be able to go ahead 
next Wednesday,’’ said Ald. Mavor. “ It was 
agreed at the last meeting that if the Union 
Traction company was not ready to do busi- 
ness we would go ahead with the franchige 
of the Chicago City company. 

“ It looks, however, as if the Traction com- 
pany would make an attempt to stop action 
unless their own troubles are waited for.” 

“The committee will go ahead with: the 
south side company’s business if thé Union 
Traction company is not ready to talk in- 
telligently about what it will do,” said; Ald. 
Raymer. This statement was significant, as 
Mr. Raymer is from the west side and his 
vote, joined with those of the six south side

mittee.

Mr. Govin replied that the function of the 
committee, as he understood it, was to treat 
with the city for a franchise, that it conld 
not scale down the rentals of the under- 
- lying stocks, as they were guaranteed by 
contract, and such a proposition would not 
hold in law even if decided on by the com- 
mittee. At this time.Mr. Field left the meet- 
ing, and Mr. Adams went with him. 

That the eastern owners of the road are 
still relying strongly on the rights they claim 
under the *‘ ninety-nine year act " is known. 
Andrew Crawford at the time the present 
proprietors of the traction company bought

McGann Talks of Tunnels. 


Controller McGann declared yesterday 
that so far as the pedestrian is concerned 
the tunnels are no longer necessary and 
should be destroyed. If the street car com- 
panies want them, he said, they should care 
for them; and tunnels should be considered 
hereafter only so far as they are related to 
a general subway plan. 

“ We are accustomed to think of the tun- 
nels as we did thirty years ago,” Mr. Mc- 
Gann said: “The use of steam and elec- 
tricity has so changed conditions that « 
bridge !s not open on an average more than 
two or three minutes to each swing, and the 
average time an hour in which a bridge is 
open is only a fraction more than two min- 
utes. 

‘* For $100,000 the tops of the tunnels could 
be knocked off, and navigation would be 
freed. If the traction companies still re- 
quire tunnels let them take care of them.” 


Asks Ruling on Conduits. 


The question whether the Illinois Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company can be com- 
pelled to alter or remove its underground 
conduits where they would interfere with a 
double deck subway has been submitted to 
Corporation Counsel Walker by Chairman 
Bennett of the local transportation commit- 
tee. That the city in building a subway of 
this kind would have the right to force the 
telephone company out of the way is not 
doubted by Mr. Walker.

Senate~ Declines ta-Agree to 
Changes and Sends Bill to 
Conference. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[(Special.]— 
The senate today, led by Senator Hanna, re- 
fused to agree to the house amendments to 
the bill establishing a department of com- 
merce and sent it to a conference. Senators 


Hanna, Nelson, and Clay will represent the 


senate on the conference committee. 

The three senators named will endeavor to 
secure several amendments to the bill, one 
especially being a modification of the pro- 
vision for a bureau of corporations. 

The committee also adheres to its opposi- 
tion to the inclusion of the interstate com- 
merce commission in the new department. 


Proposed Trust Amendments. 

The proposed trust amendment favored by 
Senator Hanna makes important changes in 
section 6 of the bill. It provides that in the 
Gepartment of commerce there shall be a 
bureau of corporations and a commissioner 
of corporations, to be appointed by the presi- 
dent. The commissioner shall have power 
and authority to make diligent Investigation 
into the organization, conduct, and manage- 
ment of the business of any corporation, 
joint stock company, or corporate combina- 
tion engaged in commerce among the several 
Mates and with foreign nations, except com- 
mon carriers subject to the interstate com- 
merce act. 


Powers of the Commissioner. 

The commissioner is empowered to gather 
such information and data as will enable 
the president of the United States to make 
recommendations to congress for legislation 
for the regulation of such commerce. ; 

In order to accomplish the purpose of this 
section the commissioner is given the same 
power and authority in respect to corpora- 
tions as are conferred on the interstate com- 
merce commission, including the right of 
subpeena, and compel the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production 
eee evidence and to administer 
oaths.

“It is pointed out that at least a partia 
solution has been proposed in the United 
States in a bill now pending in the senate in 
regard to the Philippine Isiands.”’

SHAW TALKS ON TARIFP 


SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 
DEFENDS PROTECTION. 


Schoolmasters Who Teach Free Trade 
Declared te Be Wrong in Consider- 
ing the Whole Human Race as a 
Unit—American People Need to Be 
Guarded Against Cheaper Labor 
and Raw. Material of Europe— 
Revision Should Be Careful. 


New York, Jan. 29.—[Special. ]}—Secretary 
of the Treasury Shaw was the principal 
speaker of the McKinley dinner given at the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel here tonight under 
‘the auspices of the West Side Republican 
club. He discussed the tariff, saying in part: 

“TI am aware that most of the text books 
and many of the colleges teach free trade, 
and I admit that free trade is theoretically 
correct. I am also aware that nearly every 
statesman whose wisdom has contributed 
to the advancement of industrial] prosperity 
in the United States during the last century 
has taught protection, and I insist that prac- 
tically speaking protection is correct. 

“The difficulty with the schoolmaster is 
he thinks of the human race asa unit. The, 
schoolmaster is correct if it be sought to 
equalize wages and standards of living 
throughout the world. The statesman is cor- 
rect so long as he hag in'mind the advance- 
ment of the American people and the.estab-, 
lishment of economic conditions peculiar to 


ourselves. | 
Need for Protection. 


Unless -we propose to drop our standard 
df living to the average of the old world we 
must protect our people from competition 
with the product of cheap foreign labor 
and from the presence of cheap foreign la- 
porefs. By so doing we are relatively of 
greater advantage to the world than we 
would be to lower our standard. ‘ The last 
fiscal year was the most prosperous ever 
experienced, yet during that same year we 
actually consumed more foreign products 
than ever in our history. Our unprecedented 
prosperity created a ket beyond our 
ability to supply. . 
“It is.urged that American made goods 
can be bought in foreign markets cheaper. 
than at home. I suppose thisis true in some 
instances. But this is not the outgrowth 
of protection. If any of you will go with me 
tomorrow to the office of the board of gen- 
eral appraisers I promise to show you a hun- 
dred articles that are regularly sold cheaper 
in the United States than where. produced. 
Sugar, costing 7% cents wholesale in 
France, in Holland, and in Russia, is im- 
ported, charged with a duty, of 95 cents per 
hundred, and sold in thie city at less than 
5 cents. This is not only.true of sugar and 
of chocolate.and macaroni but steel, chiha- 
ware, glassware, and many other articles. 


As to Tariff Revision. 
** No one presumes to say that existing con- 
ditions might not be improved by a revision 


| of tariff schedules, and no one dare insure 


against their being made worse. When the 
present tariff law_was>passed it was said 
that it would remain undisturbed for twenty- 
five years. It is now nearly six years old 
and some people have changed their minds, 
lam not prepared to say unwisely, but before 
I join the chorus I would like to have the 
director announce to the audience just what 
particular changes he proposed. to have 
made, and to give specific reasons therefor.”

General Talks to Students of Impres- 
sions He Formed While in the 
Philippines.

First hand impressions of the Philippines 
and some suggestions as to their govern- 
-ment were given to the students of the Uni-: 
versity of Chicago yesterday afternoon by 
-Gen. Elwell 8S. Otis, who spoke .on | 
“Some Problems of Colonial .Administra- 
tion.”” The address was under the auspices 
of the college of commerce and administra- 
tion. 

“The idea of what are the Philippines 
worth,”’ said Gen. Otis, *‘ seems to be upper- 


Time and again I have been asked about the 
resources of these islands, but seldom has 
any one inquired: ‘ What kind of people are 
the Filipinos and what capacity have they 
for development into good citizens?’ 

“In this connection I would say that by 
disposition the native is deceitful, cunning, 
and cruel. These characteristics were not 
changed by the Spanish rule. Of govern- 
ment not dependent upon force he has no 
conception. The.kind of a government he 
is capable of setting up is illustrated by 
Aguinaldo’s government. The. Filipino is 
acute in mind, fairly industrious for an in- 
habitant of the tropics, has a keen faculty 
of imitation, and is ever ready to follow 
European customs and models. : 

“What the Philippine need now 
is peace, reformed currency, ‘Wise govern- 
ment concessions, which wifl establish in- 
dustries employing native labor, development 
of commerce, and continued carrying out of 
the measures already installed by both the 
military and the civil governments.”’

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 


Mrs. Zeisier’s Piano Recital. 

Mrs. -Bloomfield Zeisler gave a popular 
piano recital in Music hall last evening— 
popular as regards both the patronage ac- 
corded and the program offered. The rec- 
ords of the Music hall so far as attendance 
is concerned are authoritatively declared to 
have been broken, there being something 
over 1.400 persons in the house. 

As the normal seating capacity of the hall 
is less than 1,100 it will be readily appre- 
ciated that there was a gvuodly number of 
admirers of Mrs. Zeisler who were willing 
to stand in order to hear her. The stage was 
filled so far as the grand pianc- and the 
needed space for the player would permit, 
and every available standing place on aisles 
and on stairways was occupied. 

It was in truth a popular piano recital as 
“regards patronage, and our gifted towns- 
woman certainly can no longer with justice 
complain that she is without appreciation in’ 
her own city. 

As regards program, it was popular also. 
“By resquest’’ was the explanatory and 
apologetic lable worn by seven out of the 
eleven numbers, and of the four not thus 
supplied at least two were long familiar se- 
Jections from Mrs. Zeisler’s repertory. 

The admirers of the prominent pianist—and 
they are as the sands of the sea—had clearly 
been busy in urging her to give them the 
pleasure afforded by hearing her in the com- 
positions identified with her as a virtuoso, 
and she, with her customary graciousness, 
had yielded to their pleadings and had fash- 
ioned her program accordingly. 

There was, of course, no reason for com- 
plaining because of this arrangement, so far 
as the immediate enjoyableness of the even- 
‘ing was concerned, for then, as on many 
occasions in the past, Mrs. Zeisler’s playing 
‘of these same selections proved productive 
of pleasure and satisfaction. It is only that 
those of us who have heard and applauded 
her on all of these previous occasions would 
have preferred last evening to listen to some- 
thing new from her. 

Were we vouchsafed several recitals by 
our celebrated pianist we would accept with 
unqualified gratitude such a program as 
she arranged for our delectation last even- 
ing, but when enjoyment of her and her high 
abilities is permitted to us only once a year 
we naturally become greedy, and fain would 
hear her on that one rare evening in com- 
position not so familiar from her hands. 
New evidence of her powers we would de- 
sire, not that we doubt them n or have 
ever doubted them, but because the field of 
piano music ts large and the Bloomfield- 
Zeislers are few. ‘ 

Of the program it is scarcely necessary to 
speak in detail. It began with the Caprice on 
Airs from Gliick’s “‘ Alceste "’ by Saint-Saéns, 
played with the crispness and clarity that 
have always characterized its performance 
at Mrs, Zeisler’s hands; then came the 
Etudes Symphoniques of Schumann, the 
Marche Funebre of Chopin—the obviously 
intended rigidity of the tempo in the trio 
of which was one of theStriking features: 
the “ Black Key” Etude of Chopin, which 
had to be repeated; the C sharp minor waltz 
and the Andante Spianato and Polonaise of 
the same composer; the “ Passing Wedding 
Procession ’’ of Grieg, the “If I Were a 
Bird’’ of Henselt, Schuett’s essentially Vi- 
ennese “‘A la Bien-Aimee,’’ the Leschitizky 
Arabesque—the last two having to be repeat- 
ed; and the E major Polonaise of Liszt. 

The audience would not depart until an 

additional number had been given in the 

form of Moszkowski's Caprice Espagnole.”’ 

Mme. Lunn’s First Appearance. 

Mme. Kirkby Lunn, the English contralto 
of whose vocal and artistic abilities much in 
praise has been spoken and written both in 
this country and in England, will make her 
first appearance in Chicago this afternoon 
at the public rehearsa! of the Chicago orches- 
tra in the Auditorium at 2:15 o'clock. Hee 
selections will be the “Inflamatus” from 
the Dvorak *‘ Stabat Mater.”’ and a cycle of 
five songs entitled “‘ Sea Pictures,”’ by Ed- 
ward Elgar.

DEAD IN ARIZONA WRECK

NOW 24: MAY REACH 35. 


Only One Body Can Be Identified, the 
Others Being Charred Beyond Recog- 
nition. 


Tucson, Ariz., Jan. 29.—[Special.]—Twenty- 


four dead bodies have been taken from the. 


wreckage of the Sunset Limited and the Cres- 
cent City express, which collided near this 
city yesterday morning. It is now believed 
that the number of fatalities will reach 
thirty-five. The official list places the num- 
ber of. injured at forty-seven. . 


The wreck was burning all last night, and 


this morning the smoke could We seen from 
this city, sixteen miles distant. 

Passengers on the wrecked traim declare 
the railroad estimates of the number of 
dead are too low. They insist that the loss 
of life will reach fifty or sixty. The theory 
that all the bodies have not been recovered 
{is strengthened by the odor of burning flesh 


which permeates all parts of the wreck, and 


especially at the point where the smoker 
and the second sleeper of No. 8 were tele- 
scoped. 

Responsibility for the wreck has resolved 
itself into a question of veracity between 
Conductor Parker of the Sunset limited and 
Gperator Clough. The latter asserts he told 
the conductor of the order to wait at Vails 
Station. The conductor disputes it, and de- 
clares his orders gave him theright of way. 

The coroner's jury viewed the remains of 
the victims today. The body of J. M. Hilton 
of Cambridge, Mass., was the only one 
identified with certainty. The names of the 
other victimes will never be known. It was 
stated this morning that the four colored 
porters of the dining car are missing, not 
having been seen since the disaster.

HOW SCIENCE FUND IS DIVIDED. 


Prof. Chamberlain Gets $6,000 from 
Institute and Prof. 
Hale $4,000. 


How the $10,000 granted by the Carnegie 
institute to University of Chicago scientists 
will be expended was announced yesterday 
by the university officials. Prof. Thomas C. 
Chamberlain has been allowed $6,000 and 
Prof.,.G. E. Hale has been given $4,000. It 
is reported also that Prof. Albert A. Michel- 
son, head of the department of physics, and 
Prof. John M. Coulter, head of the depart- 
ment of botany, are to receive appropria- 
tions. 

The grant of $6,000 to Prof. Chamberlain is 
made in order that he may continue his 
study of the fundamental doctrines of geol- 
ogy. He has been working for saveral years 
on the origin, early history, and internal 
dynamics of the earth. 

Prof. Hale's $4,000 will be used-for four 
sete of astronomical investigations. These 
are: A photographic investigation of stellar 
parallaxes to determine the distances of the 
stars; a photometric study of the bright- 
ness of ¢stars, particularly of variable 
stars; a detailed study of several hundred 
photographs of the sun; certain investiga- 
tions of solar and stellar spectroscopy... Sev- 
eral well known scientists will aid Prof. Hale.

Operators Declare They Will 
Not Grant.an Increase of 
‘Wages Now. 


Discussion. of an Act in: Indiana 
Legislature Brings. On 
“Heated Debate... 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 29.—The Joint con- 
ference on wages between the miners’ union 
and the operators started witha ‘pronounced 
tilt today, which is expected to be followed 
by other differences. 

The Indiana operators announced at once 
that they reserved the right to aithilense 
from the conference if a bill now pending in 
the. legislature, providing for the blasting of 
mines after the men were out, was passed. 
Such a.law, they said, would greatly increase 
the cost of mining. . 


Operators Against Raise. 

The operators are generally united as. -to 
policy, They say they will: not submit to 
the demands of the miners for an increase of 
wages as formulated by the scale committee. 
Three years ago they granted an increase 
of wages of 20 per cent, and two years ago 
raised the wages of the laborers, and they 
believe .that no Increase is due this year. 
The miners say they will have it, or every 
mine in the competitive district will suspend 
operations April 1: 

An acrimonious discussion was started 
when Phil. Penna, commissioner for the In- 
diana operators, called attention to the shot 
firing bill,. which, he said, if enacted will 
compel the operators to employ mine shoot- 
ers, and for that reason was not just to 
the Indiana 


Secretary W. B. Wilson » of: the United 
Mineworkers said: 

“I cannot understand the purpose ‘of: the 
Indiana operators in raising this question at 
this time. This'convention is composed of 
operators and miners from four different 
parts of the country. I'think the subject 
is brought up at this time for the purpose 
of influencing the legislature. 

Mr. W.:8. Bogle answered Mr. Wilson. 
“ On one side is organized labor, on theother 
the employers,’’ he said.

“Goa? continued Mr. Bogle, “ or trusts or 
corporations or monopolies or whatever you 
are pleased to call us. It is the same to us.

MINEWORKERS AND READING 
AGREE ON SOUTHERN FIELDS. 


Union Bapretentstieen: Admit That the 
Weighing of Coal in This District Is 
Impracticable. 


Philadelphia: Pa., Jan. 29.—Announcement 
was made at the afternoon session of the 
strike commission that the mineworkers and 
the Reading company’s officials had agreed 
that the weighing of coal in the southern coal 
fields is impracticable. This settles,“so far 
as this field is concerned, oneof the principal 
points in dispute.. It is still a bone of conten- 
tion in the middle and upper regions. Most 
of: the contract miners in the southern flelds 
are paid by the yard. 

The Reading company had the floor today. 
John Maguire of Pottsville, formerly a state 
mine inspector but now a division superin- 
tendent for.the Reading company, gave a de- 
tailed description of the varying physical 
conditions of the mines under his charge. He 
said he knew of no blacklist at the Reading's 
collieries. eight hour workday, he held, 
would have the effect of reducing the output. 
He did not think it would “ increase the in- 
tensity and. efficiency of labor,’’ as main- 
tained by President Mitchell. The witness 
said the company always got along well with 
its employés prtil men who never saw the 
inside of an anthracite mine came between 
them. When asked.to whom he referred he 
named President Mitchell and District Presi- 
dent Fahey, and that if the latter has been 
in the hard coal mines it was only recently. 
He gave as instances where trouble resulted 
when Mr. Mitchell or Mr. Fahey came be- 
tween the company and the men the general 
strikes in 1900 and 1902.

AGAINST BOXING. 


Legislature May Empower the 
Governor to Stop Bouts 
with Troops. 


NEW BILL INTRODUCED. 


Matter Should Be Taken Out of 


Hands of Sheriff, Says Repre- 
 gentative Landmesser. 


Springfield, Jan. 29.—[{Special.}—It | 
Frank 


Representative H. Land@messer’s 
amendment to the present laws governing 
prigefighting and boxing exhibitions is 
passed, pugilism will bea thing of the 
in the state of Illinois. 

Mr. Landmesser’s amendment, which was 
intreduced in the house today, demands the 
suppression of anything pertaining to box- 
ing by the use of troops by the governor, and 
that without a call from the sheriff for assist- 
ance. Moreover, in failing to observe the 
requirements of the bill, the state executive 
would idy himself open to accusations that 
be had not done his duty. 

The sheriff of a county, according to Land- 
messer’s bill, would no longer be the middle- 
man; in fact, he would practically have no 
voice in the matter. This is the strongest op- 
position promoters of boxing have ever been 
asked to meet, and the consensus of opinion 
here is the bill will pass if not throttled to 
death in a hurry by Representative Cum- 
mings’ adherents. 

Cummings is the father of a six round limit 
boxing bill, which, but for Landmesser’s bill, 
might have

RAILWAYS WOULD WELCOME 
A LITTLE LESS PROSPERITY. 


W. B. Leeds Discusses Present Flood of 
Businese—St. Louis and San Francis- 
_co’s New Orleans Deal. 3 | 


— 


W. B. Leeds, president of the Rock Island 
system, states that restricted prosperity 
would be better for the railroads than the 
present unlimited business. It is not neces- 
sary, he says, that the present high pressure 
of prosperity should be maintained in order 
that the railroads and the country generally 
should be considered safely prosperous. In 
his opinion the general prosperity might be 
considered on a rather more satisfactory 
basis if the present volume of business de- 
creased some. Mr. Leeds thinks the efforts 
of the railroads and factories to meet the 
sudden demands does not permit of the most 
economical and logical development. 

The active demand for money, he says, does 
not enable raflroads to place securities at as 
good advantage as desirable. He does not 
think, however, that there is anything to 
fear or that there is anything wrong with 
the foundations of our prosperity. 

J. F. Hinckley, chief engineer of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, has given out the 
first authoritative announcement regarding 
the plans of the system in the building of its. 
Memphis-New Orleans line. He says all the 
surveys made for the line had been done 
under cover, but the time had come when 
this secrecy was no longer necessary. For 
five months, he says, the Frisco has had 
eight surveying parties In the field between 
Memphis, and New Orleans, with no instruc- 
tions other than to find a route. No route, 
he says, will be agreed upon until all of those 
surveys have been completed. At present 
four of the routes cross the Mississippi river 
at as many points, and it has not been de- 
cided whether the line will be down the east- 
ern or western bank. It is the intention, how- 
evet, to make practically another route from 
Memphis to the southwest, connecting with 
the Houston, East and West Texas, and 
with the Shreveport and Red River Valley. 

Information comes from New York that 
John W. Gates has purchased another rail- 
road. It is not a gem of the first water, like 
his Louisville and Nashville purchase, and 
he is not likely to clean up frorh $5,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 in financing it. The road is the 
Iowa and Missouri. It controls the Iowa 
and St. Louis railway, now being built from 
Macon, Mo., to St. Louis, and this is why 
Mr. Gates bought It. He was elected a di- 
rector last Tuesday, as were John Lambert 
and John J. Mitchell.

Lieut. Gov. Northeott’s Powers 
Curtailed by Senate in Spite 
of Protest. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 
Springfield, Ill., Jan. 29.—{Special. ]}—Speak- 
er Miller evinces a decided disposition to 
treat the Sherman people as well as he can 
in the organization of the house. There is a 
strong probability now that the differences 
which have existed in the house will be 
patched up and adjusted. 

The committee work had to. a certain ex- 
tent been a self-imposed task on the part of 
Judge Lindley, Mr. Nohe, and Mr. Shana- 
han, and Mr. Miller sees that there is a good 
chance to settle this family quarrel, although 
by giving the Sherman people recognition he 
may offend Judge Lindley and certain of the 
Lorimer people from Cook. 

The absence of Col. Hogan and Dr. Jamie- 
son, who are popularly supposed by their 
friends to be ringmasters In the legislative 
arena, is commented on. 


Northcott Gets a Setback. 


Lieut. Gov. Northcott received a pro- 
nounced setback, for the senate, in tts rules, 
took from him, as presiding officer of that 
body, the power of appointing conference 
committees. The power to appoint the com- 


resolution, instead of appointment by the 
presiding officer as heretofore. 

Last session Lieut. Gov. Northcott . ap- 
pointed some unfriendly candidates on con- 
ference committees, much against the will of 
the men who controlled the senate. 

The lieutenant governor held last session 
that a majority vote was all that was neces- 
Sary to take a bill from a committeeif it had 
once been referred there. The rules adopted 
today declare, among other things, that a 
two-thirds vote of the senate is necessary to 
accomplish this result. This rule the lieu- 
tenant governor says is most extraordinary, 
unconstitutional, and subversive of the will 
of the people. 

The proposition came to a vote on the floor 
of the senate and twenty-three senators went 
on record in favor of the proposition to take 
away the appointing of the conference com- 
mittees from Lieut. Gov. Northcott and eight 
voted against it. 


Resolution for Greater Chicago. 


Senator Humphrey introduced a resolution 
this morning for a constitutional amend- 
ment for a Greater Chicago, which provides 
for the addition to the constitution of a sec- 
tion No. 34, to read as follows: 

“ Section 34—The general assembly may by 
general law provide for the abolishment 
within cities (with the consent of a majority 
of the legal voters of the city voting upon 
the question) of township government, park 
and school boards, and any or all other local 
municipal corporations within the city, and 
devolve the functions thereof upon the city 


assume the indebtedness of the local cor- 
poration so abolished, and may, in like man- 
ner, provide for the abolishment of the offices 
of the justice of the peace and police magis- 
trates in cities of 150,000 population and up- 
Wards, with like consent of the legal voters 
therein, and establish one or more District‘ 
courts therein with such origina! civil and 
criminal jurisdiction as may also be pre- 
scribed by general law, and may also by gen- 
eral law allow any city with the cansent ofa 
majority of the legal voters voting upon the 
question to become indebted in any amount, 
including all existing indebtedness, except 
the indebtedness assumed as aforesaid, not 
exceeding 7 per centum on the value of tax- 
able property within such city, to be ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for state and 
county taxes prior to the incurring of such 
indebtedness.” 


May Change Judicial Districts. 


There is a proposition afoot to make a 
reapportionment of the supreme judicial dis- 
tricts of the state. Justice Joseph M. Carter 
of Quincy is a candidate for reélection to the 


Justice Carter was elected in 1894 and got 
in because of the landslide of that year and 
the fact that there was a bitter factional 
fight among the in the Fourth 
district. 

In order to make ‘the Fourth district re- 
publican one plan proposed is to drop Mor- 
gan, Scott, and Pike counties, all of which 
are strongly democratic. It is not likely 
that Gov. Yates will favor the amputation 
of Morgan county from the district, because 
that is his home county and he would like 
to be In a republican district. 

Judge Owen P. Thompson of Morgan 


through his decision in the Chicago cases, is 
a eandidate for the Supreme bench and a 
formidable one. He is likely to receive the 
@emocratic nomination if Morgan county 
remains in the district. If Morgan county is 
dropped the democrats will lose the advan- 
tage his candidacy would give them. 

This is the first proposition to change the 
Supreme judicial districts since they were 
established. Their boundaries were fixe® 
by the constitution of 1870, and no one has 
ever before thought of reapportioning the 
territory. Indeed, there has been some ques- 
tion as to rag right of the legislature to inter- 
fere with
